2. In the first of the claim as presented on page 2 of the amendment filed 24 January 2007, 
change "which a moulded structural art" to -which comprises a moulded structural part-. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Regarding Claim 18, WO 03/049495 Al to Kragelund et al. discloses a hearing aid with a 
transducer (i.e., microphone), amplifier and battery connections embedded in an injection 
moulded casing part (pp. 2-3). Feldmann et al. (Automated Assembly of New 3D Molded 
Interconnection Devices) discloses molded circuit interconnect technology in which electronic 
components are mounted directly on a product casing (i.e., structural part) and interconnected 
with leads bonded to the casing surface (Fig. 4; abstract). US 2003/0199204 Al to Sauer et al 
discloses a hearing aid contact device with a embedded battery contacts (2,3). The battery 
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contacts disclosed in Sauer are metal springs injected into the device. As such, Sauer does not 
disclose battery connections that are an integral part of the moulded structural part shaped to 
provide spring action with an electric lead continuing along the surface of the moulded structural 
part and the battery connection to directly connects to a battery, as claimed. Because the prior 
art does not disclose every element of the claim, Claim 18 is allowable. 

5. Claim 19 contains limitations similar to those of Claim 18 and is allowable for the same 
reasons.
